the coming health program. 
Monday, Nov. 7 through Novy, 
18 the units will be throughout 
the county making X-Rays and 
blood tests. The films will be ex- 
imined for heart disease and 
tuberculosis, The blood will be 


examined for diabetes and syph- 
ilis. 

There were 6,410 deaths from 
heart disease in Alabama in 1949, 
jone death for every hour and 18 
minutes, 

There are more deaths be- 
tween 15 and 35 than from any 
|other disease. 


Diabetes is a disease in which 
|the body is not able to use or 
store all the sugar in the food 


lconsumed, The materials in food 
that furnish the most sugar af- 
ter they have been eaten are the 
| carbohydrate s. Some of the food 
itich in carbohydrates are the 
starchy foods, such as sugar, mo- 
|lasses, honey and candy. Sugar 
is burned in the body to produce 
heat and energy. If more sugar 


‘is eaten than needed, it is stored 


in certain tissues for future use. 
Any sugar not immediately used 
or stored in tissues is turned in- 
to fat.
